ed argument of the financial side was 
made by Representative Wright Pat- 
man, of Texas, 

In rejecting the bonus payment de- 
mand, 902 to 507, the Legion follow- 
ed the advice given to it by Presi- 
dent Hoover, who addressed the open- 
ing session: 
T. Hines, director of the veterans’ 
reau, who also spoke before the gath- 
ering, and numerous Legion leaders, 
including Commander O'Neil, whose 
report indicated opposition to further 
demands on the federal treasury. 

A resolution adopted unanimonsly 
by the convention requested that Pres. 
ident Hoover revive the war-time ma- 
chinery of the council of national de- 
fense to deal with the economic prob- 
dems of the present. 

Youngest Executive. 

The Legion today selected the 
youngest national commander in its 
history. He is Henry Leonidas Stey- 
ens Jr., 35-year-old attorney of War- 
saw, N. C., an over seas veteran of 
the 318th machine gun battalion, who 


left the University of North Carolina | 


to go to officers’ training camp and 
studied law at Harvard after the war. 

Stevens was elected by. acciamation 
after an incomplete roll call of the ¢ - 
partments at the closing session of the 
thirteenth national convention showed 
his strength far ahead of that of six 
opposing candidates, 

Emmet O'Neal, of Louisville, Kry., 
was the first candidate to quit the 
race, He interrupted the balloting 
with a motion that Stevens’ election 
be made unanimous. The other ecandi- 
dates supported his motion. They were 
Ray Murphy, lowa: Edgar B. Dunlap, 
Georgia; John A. Elden, Ohio; Frank 
I. Pinola, Pennsylvania, and 
A. Johnson, West Virginia. 

Five national vice commanders were 
elected without opposition. They are 
Richard F. Paul, Canton, Mass. : Colo- 
nel Harold Plummer, Madison, Wis. ; 
Forest G. Cooper, Indianola, Miss. ; 
Roy Cook, New Mexico, and Frank 
Brooks. Belling zham, Wash. 

The Rev. F Father Hl. A. Darsche, of 
Bradley, Ill, an overseas veteran 
and a member of the French Legion 
of Honor, was elected national chap- 
lain. 

Commander Stevens received his of- 
fice amid an enthusiastic ovation and 
promised his full devotion to carrying 
on the program of the legion. His first 
duty was to preside at a meeting of 
the national executive committee, held 
immediately after adjournment of the 
national conve1tion. 

At that meeting, James F, «-arton, 
of Fort Dodge, lowa, was reappoint- 
ed national adjutant; Bowman Elder, 
of Indianapolis, was reappbinted na- 
tional treasurer,-and General Eben 
Putnam, of Wellesley Farm. Mass.. 
was reappointed historian, the 
new appointee being Remster Bing- 
ham, of Indianapolis, who was named 
national judge advocate. 

November 16 and 17 were fixed 
as the dates for the next executive 
committee meeting, to he followed by 
a three-day meeting of commanders 
and adjutants, both in Indianapolis. 


DR. WILSON ASSAILS 
DRUNKARDS AT MEETING 
JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. 24.—(/)— 
Dr. Clarence True V’ilson, general sec- 
retary of the board of. temperance, 
prohibition and public morals of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, issued a 
statement here today declaring the 
American Legion has “taken the wet 
side’ and asserting “numbers of stag- 
gering drunks disgraced the uniform 
and yelled for beer” at the Detroit 
convention. 

Dr. Wilson said he was surprised 
that 394 men (the number of dele- 
gates who voted against the legion 
resolution in favor of a referendum 
on prohibition) could be found among 
the legion gathering “who would stand 
up for the constitution and decency.” 

“The wet propaganda for which the 
legion has been used,” he said, “has 
so alienated thousands that they 
longer attend the conventions.”

The offer is made as a prompt and 
practical aid to cotton growers, the 
unnouncement said, and will 
effective with the store’s annual har- 
vest sale. The amount of cotton to 
be accepted on this basis is limited 
to 5.000 bales, Mr. Rich says, esti- 
mated in value at between $150,000 
and $175,000 

In making the announcement Mr. 
tich expressed the belief that. the 
offer would have a good effect on the 
market and in addition would bring 
relief to many cotton growers, It will 
continue in effect until the amouyt 
even after 
xpiration of the harvest sale. 
This is not the first time. nor will 
it be the last time, that Rich's has 
bought cotton to help the grower 
during .a temporary slump in the mar- 
ket.” said Mr. Rieh. “The same de- 
cision was reached in 1914, when peo- 
ple who drew their incomes from the 
soil were in a pelt ees position, At 
such times there may be plenty of 
cotton or foodstuffs, but money to 
purchase household necessities is 
scarce. Realizing this, we plan to 
aid in converting the product of the 
soil into cash or its equivalent.” 

Mr. Rich declared that his firm 
had faith in the soundness of the 
south and its principal crop, pointing 
out that though his firm expected to 
pay $20,000 premium over and above 
the market price for the cotton to be 
accepted in trade, he believes the in- 
vestment good and that the markct} 
is bound to come back. 

In this connection the bist 
store head recalled the words cf 
Henry W. Grady in his story of cot- 
ton: “It is gold from the instant it 
puts forth its tiny shoot. Its fiber 
is current in every bank.” 

Referring to the general economic, 
situation, Mr. Rich said that while | 
he does not minimize the seriousness 
of conditions, he feels that much ulti- 
good will come from lessons 
learned in “lean times,” as that hard 
work, a respect for thrift, and sim- 
pler and more wholesome standards , 
of social and economic values are!
